With  so  many  good  things  to  offer  in  the  rest  of  this 
1991/92  Fire  Services  Training  Calendar  it  will  be 
hard  to  keep  your  attention  focused  here  for  long. 
You  will  want  to  know  which  new  courses  are 
offered  and  when  they  are  all  scheduled  but  I would 
like  to  bring  a few  things  to  your  attention  first. 

Fire  Departments  are  continuing  to  present  more 
and  more  courses  locally  to  larger  groups  and 
they  are  doing  a good  job  of  it  as  evidenced  by 
increasingly  higher  marks  on  the  examinations. 
Keep  up  the  good  work  and  we  will  do  all  we  can 
to  help  you  achieve  your  goals  in  this  area.  In 
1989/90  more  people  participated  in  extension  and 
locally  presented  courses  than  in  courses  offered 
at  AFTS.  This  reflects  the  strength  and  commitment 
of  the  fire  service  not  only  to  its  members  but  to 
the  public  they  serve. 

Many  people  who  have  attended  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School  recently  have  been  very 
complimentary  of  the  new  facilities  and  equipment. 
There  has  been  very  strong  support  in  this  area  by  both  Alberta  Labour  and  Alberta  Public  Works, 
Supply  and  Services  and  we  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Branch  are  most  appreciative  of  that  support. 

We  don’t  have  as  many  new  things  to  announce  this  year  as  we  did  last  year  but  that  doesn’t  mean  we 
have  slackened  off  at  all,  just  that  what  we  are  doing  is  less  noticeable  than  a new  building  or  new  lab 
equipment.  Course  development  will  be  increasing  somewhat  over  the  1991/92  year  and  emphasis  will 
continue  as  much  as  possible  in  the  fire  prevention  area  with  some  officer  level  courses  added  if  time 
permits.  We  sincerely  hope  these  new  courses  will  meet  more  of  your  staff  development  needs.  While 
you  are  waiting  for  some  of  the  new  advanced  fire  officer  level  courses  to  come  on  stream  don’t 
overlook  the  academic  courses  offered  by  Athabasca  University  (A.U.)  or  other  Education  Institutions. 
These  credit  courses  are  also  important  for  officer  development.  All  the  key  A.U.  courses  are  listed  for 
the  appropriate  officer  levels  near  the  back  of  the  calendar. 

Special  training  needs  are  also  a concern.  If  you  have  a particular  need  or  are  experiencing  difficulty 
with  some  area  of  staff  development,  at  any  level  in  the  organization,  we  are  interested  in  discussing  the 
matter  with  you.  We  may  not  be  able  to  solve  all  types  of  problems  but  we  may  be  able  to  help  with 
some  of  them  and  we  most  certainly  would  like  to  try.  The  same  is  true  when  you  are  forwarding  course 
applications  to  AFTS.  If  you  have  special  circumstances  you  think  warrant  special  attention  please  attach 
a note  or  letter  outlining  your  needs  or  concerns  and  possibly  something  satisfactory  can  be  worked 
out.  If  you  don’t  tell  us  about  your  special  needs,  we  simply  won’t  know  about  them. 

Our  staff  have  gone  to  great  lengths  to  provide  as  much  information  as  possible  in  this  calendar. 

We  urge  you  to  read  the  calendar  thoroughly  to  ensure  you  get  the  service  you  need  from  us. 

Again  I wish  every  individual  involved  in  receiving  or  delivering  fire  service  training  a most 
successful  year.

All  Level  I Fire  Officer  courses  with  the  exception  of  C6  (Strategy  & Tactics  - Practical)  are  potential 
courses  for  local  presentation.  The  availability  of  these  courses  is  limited  so  acceptance  will  be  based  on 
a careful  evaluation  of  each  request.  Instructors  for  this  level  should  have  completed  Fire  Service 
Instructor  E3  as  well  as  a current  version  of  the  course  to  be  instructed.  We  will  also  consider 
applications  to  present  Fire  Officer  courses  CIO,  Human  Relations  and  Management  for  the  Fire  Service 
and  C12,  Technical  Writing  Skills  for  the  Fire  Service.

ALBERTA  FIRE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  COURSES 


Enrollment  Procedure 

To  serve  more  communities,  NOT  MORE  THAN  TWO 
candidates  from  the  same  fire  department  will  be 
enrolled  in  each  course  in  any  given  week. 

NOTE:  Exception  to  this  rule  will  apply  should  any 
course  not  be  filled,  in  which  case  fire  departments 
that  have  submitted  extra  applications  may  be  given 
the  first  opportunity  to  enroll  more  than  two 
candidates  in  the  course,  or  where  fire  department 
members  have  been  assigned  to  a dangerous  goods 
team  this  number  may  be  increased  to  five.  The  Fire 
Commissioner  may  make  other  exceptions. 

Applications  must  bear  the  signature  of  the  Fire  Chief 
or  the  appropriate  supervisor  or  administrative  officer 
concerned. 

Unless  stated  otherwise  in  the  course  information,  the 
“Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness”  must  be  completed  and 
signed  by  the  appropriate  officials  to  ensure  that  the 
applicant  is  physically  capable  of  taking  part  in  all  fire 
training  evolutions  conducted  during  the  course.  If  the 
physical  capabilities  of  the  applicant  diminish  after  the 
application,  it  is  the  applicant’s  responsibility  to  report 
it  to  the  local  official  and  the  Supervisor  of  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School. 

The  Supervisor  of  the  Alberta  Fire  Training  School 
may  refuse  to  accept  any  candidate  who  is  obviously 
incapable  of  fully  participating  in  training  exercises.  In 
such  cases,  the  Supervisor  will  contact  the  Fire  Chief 
or  other  official  immediately  by  phone  and  explain  the 
reasons  for  the  decision.  Written  confirmation  will 
follow.  The  candidate  will  not  be  reimbursed  for  travel 
expenses  under  these  circumstances. 


Upon  application,  preference  will  be  given  to  those 
who  were  on  the  waiting  list  in  1990.  This  policy  will 
apply  to  all  courses. 

Please  ensure  that  application  forms  are  fully 
completed,  including  the  Fire  Chiefs  or  Safety 
Supervisor’s  signature,  and  the  appropriate  signature 
for  the  Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness.  Authorized 
persons  are  those  who  determine  an  individual’s 
fitness  for  fire  service  duty,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  Fire  Chief;  municipal  secretary;  public  health 
nurse;  physician;  industrial  hygiene  nurse;  safety 
nurse;  safety  supervisor;  or  management  members 
responsible  for  brigade  staffing.  An  applicant  cannot 
verify  his  or  her  own  physical  fitness. 

As  in  the  past,  we  urge  you  to  make  use  of  your 
firefighters  and  officers  when  they  return  to  your  Fire 
Department  following  an  AFTS  course.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  to  have  them  pass  this  training  on  to 
other  members  of  the  department.

No  registration  fee  is  charged.  Room  and  board  is 
provided  for  course  candidates  from  the  Province  of 
Alberta  provided  they  are  members  of  a fire 
department  from  a provincial  institution  or  a 
municipality.  All  others  are  expected  to  pay  their  own 
travel,  room  and  board  expenses. 

Textbook  and  classroom  materials  are  provided  as 
required. 

Travelling  Expenses 

The  Alberta  Government  will  pay  travelling  costs  for 
Alberta  candidates  provided  they  are  members  of  a 
fire  department  from  a provincial  institution  or  a 
municipality.  Payment  is  made  on  a reimbursement 
basis  and  covers  the  cost  of  travel  from  the 
municipality  and  return. 

Transportation  - actual  cost  of  rail  or  bus  fare  will 
be  reimbursed.  Allowance  to  Vermilion  and  return  for 
a private  vehicle  is  $0,085  per  kilometre.  In  all  cases 
where  one  to  three  candidates  are  from  the  same  fire 
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department,  a transportation  claim  will  be  allowed  for 
one  car  only.  This  rule  also  applies  when  candidates 
are  enrolled  in  different  courses  held  during  th,e  same 
dates. 

While  travelling,  meal  reimbursement  will  be  as 
follows: 

Breakfast:  $5.50  Lunch:  $7.00  Dinner:  $12.75 

All  reimbursements  are  subject  to  change. 

Receipts  - are  required  for  rail  or  bus  fare  and  for 
hotel  or  motel  accommodation. 

Wages  and  salaries  remain  the  responsibility  of  the 
employer. 

Candidates  should  make  every  effort  to  arrive  not  later 
than  2200  h in  the  evening  prior  to  the  course. 

Arrivals  after  0800  h on  the  first  day  of  the  course 
may  not  be  accepted. 


AFTS  Crest  Policy 
Municipal  Series 

AFTS  crests  will  be  issued  to  candidates  upon 
successful  completion  of  any  five  Firefighter  courses. 

Worn  out  or  badly  soiled  crests  will  be  replaced  on  a 
one  for  one  exchange  basis.  Simply  forward  or  bring 
the  old  crest  to  the  AFTS  Supervisor  who  will  make 
the  exchange.

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MUNICIPAL  FIREFIGHTER  COURSES 
■ PART  I FIREFIGHTER 


PREREQUISITES:  Previous  attendance  at  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School  is  not  required.  The  class  will  be 
limited  to  21  candidates.  Beards  and/or  excessive  facial 
hair  will  not  be  allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal  while  wearing 
breathing  apparatus.  All  candidates  must  wear 
breathing  apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environment  in 
order  to  pass  the  course. 

COURSE:  This  revised  basic  level  course  will  equip 
firefighters  with  the  necessary  skills  and  knowledge  to 
perform  effective  basic  rescue  in  a hostile 
environment. 

The  Part  I course  includes  sections  dealing  with  fire 
service  orientation  and  fire  service  educational 
development^  basic  equipment  identification;  ropes 
and  knots,  tying  and  hoisting  equipment;  fire 
behaviour;  chemistry,  hazardous  respiratory 


PART  II  FIREFIGHTER 

PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver's  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Part  I of  the 
Municipal  Firefighter  Series.  The  class  will  be  limited 
to  21  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  is  designed  to  develop  the 
individual  firefighter’s  manipulative  skills  in  proper 
use  of  fire  apparatus,  equipment  and  hose  handling. 

Contents  include  apparatus  familiarization  and 
equipment  checks;  basic  hose  handling;  pump 
operation;  connecting  apparatus  to  appliances  and 
devices  such  as  standpipes,  sprinkler  systems,  wyes, 
Siamese  and  deluge  sets;  practical  water  movement 


PUMP  OPERATOR  "A” 

PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver’s  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Part  II  of  the 
Municipal  Firefighter  Series.  The  class  will  be  limited 
to  21  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  is  designed  for  firefighters  and 
pump  operators.  Classroom  and  practical  instruction  is 
given  on  pumping  engines,  designs,  accessories  and 
principles  of  operation.  Water  movement,  fireground 
working  pressures  and  developing  effective  fire 
streams  will  also  be  studied.  Demonstrations  and 
practical  exercises  emphasize  effective  methods  of 
supplying  a pumper  from  a hydrant.  All  drill  exercises 
are  designed  to  give  the  pump  operator  practical 
experience  in  effectively  employing  and  driving 


environments,  breathing  apparatus  theory  and 
application,  primary  rescue  techniques,  and  fire 
department  radio  communications. 

Approximately  40%  of  this  course  is  devoted  to 
practical  exercises.

Beards  and/or  excessive  facial 
hair  will  not  be  allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal  while  wearing 
breathing  apparatus.  All  candidates  must  wear 
breathing  apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environment  in 
order  to  pass  the  course.  Candidates  will  be  expected 
to  climb  and  work  from  ladders. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  develop  skills  in  operational 
hose  and  ladder  evolutions,  proper  ventilation 
procedures  and  forcible  entry  procedures.  The 
firefighter  candidate  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
attack  and  extinguish  a variety  of  structural  fires,  both 


as  a firefighter  and  as  an  officer  in  charge.  This 
provides  the  firefighter  with  the  opportunity  to 
exercise  his  or  her  leadership  potential  during  active 
fire  evolutions. 

Portions  of  this  course  have  been  designed  to  form 
part  of  a fire  department's  in-house  training  program. 
For  further  information  regarding  local  presentation 
please  contact  AFTS.

PART  IV  FIREFIGHTER

to  22  candidates.  Beards  and/or  excessive  facial  hair 
will  not  be  allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the  candidate 
from  having  a proper  seal  while  wearing  breathing 
apparatus.  All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environment  in  order  to 
pass  the  course. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  develop  the  firefighter 
candidate’s  skills  and  knowledge  in  the  use  of  salvage 
covers,  overhaul  practices,  automatic  sprinkler 
systems,  extinguisher  ratings,  extinguisher 
distribution,  application,  inspection  and  maintenance. 
Upon  complete  extinguishment  of  a fire,  candidates 


are  expected  to  determine  the  area  of  the  fire  origin, 
preserve  the  fire  scene  and  compile  a narrative  report 
of  the  fire. 

Portions  of  this  course  have  been  designed  to  form 
part  of  a fire  department’s  in-house  training  program. 
For  further  information  regarding  local  presentation 
please  contact  AFTS. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued 
protective  clothing  and  coveralls,  but  should  provide 
their  own  work  clothes.  (To  ensure  a better  fit, 
candidates  are  advised  to  bring  their  own  protective 
clothing.) 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the 'course. 


PART  V FIREFIGHTER 

Dangerous  Goods 
First  Responder  - Level  1 

PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver’s  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Pump  Operator  "A” 
of  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series.  The  class  will  be 
limited  to  20  candidates.  Beards  and/or  excessive  facial 
hair  will  not  be  allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal  while  wearing 
breathing  apparatus.  All  candidates  must  wear 
breathing  apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environment  in 
order  to  pass  the  course. 

COURSE:  This  course  forms  the  introductory  portion 
of  a dangerous  goods  first  responder  program  for  the 
firefighter.  The  course  will  concentrate  on  flammable 
liquids  common  to  many  dangerous  goods  incidents. 

The  firefighter  will  understand  flammable  liquid 
characteristics;  dangerous  goods  identification;  types 


of  foam;  and  foam  application/distribution  and 
generating  equipment. 

The  candidate  will  perform  practical  firefighting 
exercises  dealing  with  foam  application,  portable  fire 
extinguishers,  water  fog  application  and  simulated 
dangerous  goods  incidents. 

Portions  of  this  course  have  been  designed  to  form 
part  of  a fire  department’s  in-house  training  program. 
For  further  information  regarding  local  presentation 
please  contact  AFTS. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued  protective 
clothing  and  coveralls,  but  should  provide  their  own 
work  clothes.  (To  ensure  a better  fit,  candidates  are 
advised  to  bring  their  own  protective  clothing.) 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 
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PART  VI  FIREFIGHTER 

Dangerous  Goods 
First  Responder  - Level  2 

PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver’s  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Part  V of  the 
Municipal  Firefighter  Series.  The  class  will  be  limited 
to  20  candidates.  Beards  and/or  excessive  facial  hair 
will  not  be  allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the  candidate 
from  having  a proper  seal  while  wearing  breathing 
apparatus.  All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environment  in  order  to 
pass  the  course.  Candidates  will  be  expected  to 
perform  confined  space  entry  and  rescue. 

COURSE:  This  course  forms  the  second  level  of  a 
dangerous  goods  first  responder  program  for  the 
firefighter.  The  course  will  concentrate  on  flammable 


gases  common  to  many  dangerous  goods  incidents. 

The  firefighter  candidate  will  perform  practical 
exercises  in  industrial  rescue,  controlling  flammable 
gas  and  pressurized  flammable  liquid  fires  and 
simulated  dangerous  goods  incidents. 

Portions  of  this  course  have  been  designed  to  form 
part  of  a fire  department’s  in-house  training  program. 
For  further  information  regarding  local  presentation 
please  contact  AFTS. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued  protective 
clothing  and  coveralls,  but  should  provide  their  own 
work  clothes.  (To  ensure  a better  fit,  candidates  are 
advised  to  bring  their  own  protective  clothing.) 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


DANGEROUS  GOODS  INCIDENT 
CONTROL  FOR  THE  FIREFIGHTER 


A Response  Tteam  Approach 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  Pump  Operator  “A”  of  the  Municipal 
Firefighter  Series  or  have  been  deemed  eligible  by  the 
Fire  Commissioner.  The  class  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates.  Preference  is  given  to  candidates  who  have 
successfully  completed  Parts  V and  VI  Firefighter. 

Beards  and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be  allowed 
as  it  may  prevent  the  candidate  from  obtaining  a 
proper  seal  while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  All 
candidates  will  utilize  breathing  apparatus  and/or 
airline  equipment  while  wearing  type  A or  B chemical 
protective  suits  during  simulated  dangerous  goods 
incidents. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  assist  firefighters  in 
determining  their  role  within  the  systems  approach  to 
dangerous  goods  incident  command.  In  addition,  the 
firefighter  will  receive  theory  and  manipulative  skills 


sessions  on  identification  and  confirmation  of 
dangerous  goods;  breathing  apparatus  for  dangerous 
goods,  including  airline  equipment;  detection  devices; 
personal  protective  clothing;  decontamination;  leak 
and  spill  control;  plus  simulated  dangerous  goods 
incidents.  Approximately  half  of  this  course  will 
involve  practical  hands-on  field  work. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued 
protective  clothing  and  coveralls.  If  candidates  (or  their 
departments)  wish  to  bring  their  own  type  A or  B 
chemical  protective  clothing  to  gain  a working 
familiarity  with  these  suits,  they  should  first  check 
with  AFTS  to  ensure  compatability  with  existing 
equipment  (i.e.  airline  connections).  Candidates  are 
advised  to  bring  a personal  oral  thermometer  to 
monitor  heat  stress. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  prescribed  for  the  course. 


NOTE:  Industrial  clients  who  are  interested  in  training  dangerous  goods  response  teams  either  with  or  without 
the  firefighting  component  should  contact  the  Fire  Prevention  Branch  for  information  on  alternatives  to 
attendance  on  prerequisite  municipal  courses. 
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■ FIRE  PREVENTION  FOR  THE  FIREFIGHTER 


PREREQUISITES:  Previous  attendance  at  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School  is  not  required.  The  course  will  be 
limited  to  24  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the 
firefighter  with  his  or  her  responsibilities  in  the 
community’s  fire  prevention  activities. 

Topics  for  discussion  include:  home  fire  inspection 
programs;  common  causes  of  fire;  general  storage  and 
housekeeping;  identification  of  fire  codes;  public 
relations  programs;  built-in  fire  protection  (standpipes 
and  sprinklers);  storage  and  handling  of  flammable 
liquids;  fire  extinguisher  ratings  and  distribution;  heat 


and  flame  detection  devices;  alarm  systems;  pre-fire 
planning;  inspection  reports  and  records;  principles  of 
exits;  and  other  related  subjects. 

This  course  has  been  designed  to  form  part  of  a fire 
department’s  in-house  training  program.  For  further 
information  regarding  local  presentation  please 
contact  AFTS. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


I VEHICLE  EXTRICATION  AND  TRENCH  RESCUE 


PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver’s  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Parts  I and  II  of  the 
Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  have  been  deemed 
eligible  by  the  Fire  Commissioner.  The  class  will  be 
limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  develop  the  manipulative  skills 
required  for  rescue  activities  including  techniques  of 
removing  debris  and  rubble  from  cave-ins;  the  use  of 
shoring  blocks,  trench  jacks,  block  and  tackle,  hydraulic 
jacks,  various  vehicle  extrication  tools,  screw  jacks;  and 
the  techniques  of  preparing  a victim  for  emergency 
transportation.  Operating  as  a member  of  a team,  the 


■ PUMP  OPERATOR  “B” 

PREREQUISITES:  Valid  Driver’s  Licence.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed  Pump  Operator  “A” 
of  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series.  The  class  will  be 
limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  advanced  level  course  is  for  firefighters 
and  pump  operators.  Classroom  and  practical 
instruction  is  given  on  pump  operation;  relay  and 
tandem  pumping;  portable  pumps;  apparatus  service 
test;  hydraulic  calculations  as  used  in  the  fire  services 
and  water  movement  through  single  and  double  hose 
lays  as  well  as  large  diameter  hose.  All  practical 


firefighter  shall  extricate  a victim  from  a simulated 
motor  vehicle  accident  utilizing  hand  and  power  tools. 
The  firefighter  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  assume 
command  of  a simulated  rescue  operation. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued 
protective  clothing  and  coveralls,  but  should  provide 
their  own  work  clothes.  (To  ensure  a better  fit, 
candidates  are  advised  to  bring  their  own  protective 
clothing.)  Candidates  are  advised  to  bring  a good  pair 
of  leather  gloves. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


operations  are  directed  towards  effective  employment 
of  pumping  equipment  under  conditions  encountered 
on  the  foreground. 

CLOTHING:  Casual.  Candidates  will  be  issued 
protective  clothing  and  coveralls,  but  should  provide 
their  own  work  clothes.  (To  ensure  a better  fit, 
candidates  are  advised  to  bring  their  own  protective 
clothing.)  Candidates  are  advised  to  bring  a calculator.

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MUNICIPAL  OFFICER  LEVEL  COURSES 


NOTE:  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  Fire  Officer  courses  be  taken  in  sequence.  Some  Fire  Officer,  Fire 
Inspector,  Fire  Investigator,  Public  Fire  Educator  and  Fire  Service  Instructor  courses  cover  the  same  material. 
Where  the  intent  of  more  than  one  National  Fire  Protection  Association  Standard  can  be  met  with  one  course 
we  have  indicated  directly  under  the  course  title  listing  the  alternate  career  paths  affected. 


BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  FOR  THE  FIRE  SERVICE 


Fire  Officer  Cl 
Fire  Investigator  F12 
Public  Fire  Educator  G3 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  is  based  on  the  NFPA  series 
"Building  Construction  for  the  Fire  Service.” 

Upon  completion  of  this  course,  the  candidate  shall  be 
able  to  recognize  basic  concepts  in  building  design 


and  be  aware  of  possible  weaknesses  within  the 
structures  encountered  while  engaged  in  firefighting 
activities. 

Subject  areas  covered  will  include  fundamental 
elements  of  building  construction;  structural  elements 
of  buildings;  and  fire  problems  of  wood,  "ordinary”, 
concrete  and  steel  construction. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


LEADERSHIP  FOR  THE  FIRE  SERVICE 


Fire  Officer  C2 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  introduce  the  fire 
department  officer  candidate  to  the  basic  concepts  of 
management  and  leadership  applicable  to  the  fire 
service. 

Upon  completion  of  this  course,  the  officer  candidate 
will  be  able  to  identify  the  scope  of  management 
principles  and  their  application;  leadership  and  its 
relationship  to  power;  decision  making  skills; 
communications  and  motivation;  management 


theory  - its  roots  and  growth;  the  impact  of 
behavioural  science  and  modern  management;  plus  a 
detailed  look  at  leadership  styles  and  techniques. 

There  are  numerous  practical  exercises  dealing  with 
conflict,  grievances,  discipline  and  many  other 
interesting  areas  of  first  line  management.  This  course 
will  be  a great  asset  to  those  who  want  to  evaluate 
their  leadership  skills  in  a controlled  atmosphere. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  prescribed  for  the  course. 
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PRErEMERGENCY  PLANNING 


Fire  Officer  C3 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  will  allow  the  Fire  Officer  to 
manage  the  process  of  pre-emergency  planning 
utilizing  goals  and  objectives  preparation;  target 
hazard  prioritization;  data  and  survey  information; 
scale  systems;  introduction  to  dangerous  goods 
planning;  industrial  target  hazards;  fire  flow 
calculations;  standard  graphic  conventions;  total 
tactical  plan  preparation  and  evaluation;  plus 
information  access  and  retrieval.  Numerous  practical 
planning  exercises  are  included  in  this  course.  These 


simulations  will  assist  the  fire  officer  in  managing  this 
critical  planning  process. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course.  The  final  mark 
will  be  determined  by  utilizing: 

• 25%  for  an  individual  candidate  pre-plan  assignment 

• 25%  for  a group  pre-plan  assignment 

• 25%  for  an  individual  homework  assignment 

• 20%  for  the  group’s  management  approach 

• 5%  for  the  group's  pre-emergency  plan  contract 
assignment. 


■ SAFETY  AND  SUPPRESSION  FOR  THE  FIRE  OFFICER 


Fire  Officer  C4 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  Upon  completion  of  this  course  the 
candidate  will  have  a knowledge  of  the  NFPA 
Standards  for  Firefighter  (1001),  Fire  Apparatus 
Driver/Operator  (1002),  Fire  Officer  (1021),  Fire 
Inspector  (1031),  Fire  Investigator  (1033),  Public  Fire 
Educator  (1035)  and  Fire  Service  Instructor  (1041).  In 
addition,  the  candidate  shall  identify  the  components 
of  fire  department  organization  and  chain  of 
command. 


The  second  segment  of  the  course  deals  with  safety 
and  includes  setting  up  a safety  program;  accident 
control  concepts;  personal  protective  equipment; 
safety  in  training;  enroute  hazards;  the  emergency 
scene;  special  hazards;  and  safety  during  inspections. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  process  prescribed  for  the  course.  A 
continuous  evaluation  process  pertaining  to  group 
participation  and  recognition  of  components  in  both 
suppression  and  safety  will  determine  the  candidate’s 
final  results. 


■ FIREFIGHTING  STRATEGY  AND 
TACTICS  - COMMAND  (THEORETICAL) 


Fire  Officer  C5 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  Upon  completion  of  this  course  the 
candidate  will  have  a knowledge  of  firefighting 
strategy  and  tactics  including  size  up  and  procedures 
for  control  of  an  emergency  situation,  and 
organization  principles  applied  on  the  fireground.  The 
course  will  also  include  the  preparation  of  a data  base 
for  strategy  decisions  and  evaluating  strategic 
decisions. 


The  candidate  will  analyze  situations,  determine  resources 
required  for  control,  and  demonstrate  the  assignment  and 
placement  of  resources.  Included  in  the  simulations 
are  rescue  operations;  overhaul  procedures;  salvage 
operations;  ventilation;  fire  attack  (interior  and 
exterior);  and  methods  for  evaluating  effectiveness. 

This  course  will  utilize  2-D,  3-D  and  computer 
simulations. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  process  prescribed  for  the  course. 
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FIREFIGHTING  STRATEGY  AND 
TACTICS  - COMMAND  (PRACTICAL) 


Fire  Officer  C6 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  and  Fire 
Officer  C5,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a Fire 
Department  Officer  and  have  also  successfully 
completed  Fire  Officer  C5 . The  class  will  be  limited  to 
12  candidates. 

Beards  and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be  allowed 
as  it  may  prevent  the  candidate  from  having  a proper 
seal  while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  All  candidates 
must  wear  breathing  apparatus  in  a smoke-filled 
environment  in  order  to  pass  the  course. 

COURSE:  Upon  completion  of  this  course  the  candidate 
will  have  a knowledge  of  firefighting  strategy  and 
tactics  including  size  up  and  procedures  for  control  of 
an  emergency  situation,  and  organizational  principles 
applied  on  the  fireground.  The  course  will  also  include 
the  preparation  of  a data  base  for  strategy  decisions 
and  the  evaluation  of  strategic  decisions. 

The  line  officer  candidate  will  also  have  knowledge  of 
simulated  fireground  situations  requiring  multiple 
company  operations.  The  candidate  shall  analyze 
situations,  determine  resources  required  for  control, 
and  demonstrate  the  assignment  and  placement  of 
resources.  Included  in  the  simulations  are  rescue 
operations;  overhaul  procedures;  salvage  operations; 
ventilation;  fire  attack  (interior  and  exterior);  and 
methods  for  evaluating  effectiveness. 


This  course  will  utilize  3-D  simulations  and  actual  fire 
runs.  The  fire  officer  candidate  may  be  required  to 
perform  any  task  required  by  NFPA  Standards  1001 
and  1002. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


FIRE  INVESTIGATION  (CAUSE  DETERMINATION) 


Fire  Officer  C7 

PREREQUISITES:  This  course  is  open  to  candidates  who 
have  been  appointed  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  Fire  Chiefs,  AFTS  graduates  of  the 
Municipal  Firefighter  Series,  Fire  Department  Officers  and 
such  others  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  consider 
eligible.  The  class  will  be  limited  to  24  candidates. 

COURSE:  This  course  is  designed  to  reinforce  the 
present  knowledge  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to 
determine  the  cause,  area  of  origin  and  circumstances 
of  fires.  The  fire  information  field  investigation  (FIFI) 
system  developed  by  NFPA  is  used.  The  subjects 


covered  are  smoke  and  flame;  building  conditions, 
including  room  arrangement;  people’s  actions; 
incendiary  motivation;  preservation  of  the  scene  and 
evidence;  effects  of  overhaul  actions;  factors  affecting 
fire  behaviour;  burn  patterns  and  their  indications; 
basic  electricity;  explosions  and  their  effects;  and  fire 
report  writing. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  prescribed  for  the  course. 


FIRE  PREVENTION  (FIRE  PROTECTION  SYSTEMS) 


Fire  Officer  C8 

NOTE:  This  course  is  designed  for  Line  Officers  not 
Fire  Inspectors. 

C8  is  intended  to  provide  the  Line  Officer  with 
sufficient  knowledge  to  carry  out  fire  prevention 
assignments  at  a company  level  including  inspection, 
code  enforcement  and  public  education.  This  course  is 
recommended  for  any  fire  department  that  uses  its 


line  officers  in  fire  prevention  activities.  It  is  NOT 
intended  for  full  time  inspectors. 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.  The 
class  will  be  limited  to  20  candidates. 

COURSE:  The  line  officer  candidate,  upon  completion 
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of  this  course,  will  be  able  to  identify  organizations 
that  support  fire  protection  services  and  describe  their 
functions;  demonstrate  the  procedures  of  inspection 
for  stationary  fire  pumps,  standpipe  systems,  and 
special  extinguishing  systems;  and  identify  and 
describe  the  operating  principles  of  special  fixed 
extinguishing  systems,  fire  detection  systems  and 


special  communication  systems  as  described  by  the 
NFPA. 

CLOTHING:  Casual. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
examination  prescribed  for  the  course. 


■ FIRE  PREVENTION  (INSPECTION 
AND  PUBLIC  EDUCATION) 


Fire  Officer  C9 
Public  Fire  Educator  G2 

NOTE:  This  course  is  designed  for  Line  Officers  and 
Public  Fire  Educators,  not  Fire  Inspectors. 

C9/G2  is  intended  to  provide  the  Line  Officer  with 
sufficient  knowledge  to  carry  out  fire  prevention 
assignments  at  a company  level  including  inspection, 
code  enforcement  and  public  fire  education.  This 
course  is  recommended  for  any  fire  department  that 
uses  its  line  officers  in  fire  prevention  activities.  It  is 
NOT  intended  for  full  time  inspectors. 

This  course  will  provide  the  Public  Fire  Educator  with 
a basic  knowledge  of  fire  inspection  programs  and 
public  fire  education  programs  as  they  may  be  applied 
by  fire  departments. 

PREREQUISITES:  Candidates  must  have  successfully 
completed  the  Municipal  Firefighter  Series,  or  be 
currently  serving  as  a Fire  Department  Officer.

COURSE:  This  course  will  allow  the  candidate  to  gain 
a working  knowledge  of  the  evaluation  process 
including  written  examinations;  oral  examinations; 
practical  examinations;  self  evaluations;  peer 
evaluations;  and  exam  results  and  statistics. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  consists  of  actually 
preparing  for  and  instructing  a group  of  Fire  Officer 
candidates  in  the  regularly  scheduled  portion  of  the 


Fire  Prevention  (Inspection  and  Public  Education) 
course,  the  Public  Education  component,  or  the 
Building  Construction  for  the  Fire  Service  Course.  All 
presentations  will  be  continuously  monitored  and 
evaluated  by  AFTS  staff  and  instructor  candidates.  The 
instructor  candidate  shall  also  perform  a formal  self 
evaluation. 

CLOTHING:  No  uniforms  will  be  permitted,  therefore, 
appropriate  dress  deemed  to  be  consistent  with  the 
course  objectives  shall  be  worn.  AFTS  instructors  will 
be  attired  in  non-uniform  shirt,  tie,  and  suit  coat. 

A Certificate  of  Physical  Fitness  is  not  required. 

A certificate  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  pass  the 
evaluation  process  prescribed  for  the  course.

■1  INDUSTRIAL  FIREFIGHTER  COURSES 


NOTE:  Some  major  changes  have  been  made  in  Industrial  Firefighter  Parts  I and  II.  Part  I includes  standpipe 
hose  handling  and  the  use  of  fire  extinguishers  up  to  14  kg.  It  is  principally  designed  for  those  industries,  plants, 
warehouses,  etc.  that  have  opted  for  first  aid  firefighting  only. 

Part  II  emphasizes  safety  in  the  use,  care,  maintenance  and  manipulating  of  hose;  developing  effective 
firestreams;  and  the  use  of  a variety  of  foams.  Fire  extinguishers  have  been  removed  from  this  course. 

Some  municipal  firefighter,  fire  officer,  fire  inspector  and  fire  service  instructor  courses  may  be  of  interest  to 
industrial  fire  brigades. 


■ INDUSTRIAL  FIREFIGHTER  PART  I 


PREREQUISITES:  Must  be  a member  of  an  Industrial 
Fire  Brigade  or  industrial  personnel  assigned  fire 
protection  duties.  The  class  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates. 

COURSE:  This  16  hour  course  is  the  first  level  of  the 
Industrial  Firefighter  Series.  It  is  designed  to  acquaint 
the  candidate  with  fire  behaviour,  flammable  liquid 
characteristics  and  loss  prevention  activities.

(Self-Contained  Breathing 
Apparatus  Course)

The  Fire  Prevention  Branch  encourages  the  fire  service 
to  consider  using  these  standards  as  part  of  their 
human  resource  development  program.  The  standards 
were  designed  for  use  by  both  large  and  small,  career 
and  volunteer,  departments.  The  term  "professional”  is 
as  relevant  to  volunteer  as  it  is  to  career  departments 
and  the  Alberta  Fire  Prevention  Branch  does  not 
differentiate  between  the  two  in  its  training  programs. 
Our  mandate  is  to  serve  the  citizens  of  all  of  Alberta 
by  providing  their  fire  service  personnel  with  the  best 
training  available.  Titles  of  both  AFTS  and  Athabasca 
University  courses  identified  in  this  package  may  change 
and,  occasionally,  even  the  content  could  change. 


AFTS  staff  constantly  monitor  the  NFPA  Standards. 
Should  changes  in  the  standards  occur,  they  will  either 
revise  existing  courses  or  choose  an  equivalent  course 
so  that  we  will  continue  to  meet  the  intent  of  the 
standards. 

Athabasca  Unviersity  courses  have  been  selected 
because  they  are  available  by  correspondence  to 
everyone  in  the  province.  Candidates  may  of  course 
choose  to  enroll  with  some  other  university  that  offers 
equivalent  courses,  however,  Athabasca  University 
course  levels  have  been  selected  as  the  minimum 
acceptable,  therefore,  only  courses  that  are  at  least 
equivalent  to  them  will  be  accepted  as  meeting  the 
standards.  For  a complete  description  of  Athabasca 
University  courses  and  enrollment  procedures, 
candidates  should  refer  to  Athabasca  University’s 
current  course  calendar.
